Never have I seen 
conditions so appalling.

China, published in 
the year 1739, the author speaks of 
the suppression 
of the paper money 
which was in use under the dy nasty 
of the Sung, 
who reigned in China 
prev ious to the Moguls, and he also 
mentions a new species of notes 
which were substituted for the old 
in the y ear 1264.
